Loeb Farms’ Great Cow Takes Second Place for Milk 
By WILLIAM A. PRESCOTT 





completed her year with 35,339.7 lbs. milk containing 

1,278.58 lbs. butter has set a new mark for milk pro- 
duction, not only for the State of Michigan, but for all 
the world with the exception of the State of Washington. 
Her milk record stands second only to the phenomenal 
production of Segis Pietertje Prospect, surpassing all 
other producers to date by a margin of nearly 1,000 Ibs. 
She is Michigan state champion over all ages for butter- 
fat as well as for milk and is Michigan’s second 30,000-lb. 
cow, as well as the second cow in the state with over 1,000 
Ibs. butterfat, and the second with two year records above 
1,000 Ibs. butter. ° 

Her record, as vouched for by her owners, Loeb Farms, 
Charlevoix, Mich., stamps Marion as one of the great 
cows of all time. It is particularly creditable from having 
been so closely following her four-year-old record of 1,036.3 
Ibs. butter from 28,851.8 lbs. milk, giving her the world’s 
record for two consecutive years’ milk production, start- 
ing in heifer form. Only two cows, regardless of age, have

retests and verification tests. The production of her first 
nine months has been officially confirmed by the Ad- 
vanced registry office, and the last three months being 
strictly official will doubtless be very close to the figures 
given above, taken from the books of the A. R. O. super- 
visor. 

Loeb Farms, the home of the new champion, are lo- 
cated in Northern Michigan, which is one of the coldest 
sections of the country, and we are told that often while 
making this record, it was found necessary to break the 
ice in her water bucket to give her an opportunity to 
drink.

John Knudsen, the Loeb Farms herdsman, who has fed 
and milked Marion practically all the time during the year, 
gives us the following facts as to her feed and care. Dw. 
ing her first six months, her principal grain ration wa 
Unicorn Dairy Ration, which was of course varied some 
what during the year to suit her taste. Oatmeal was fe 
to some extent. Never once throughout the test did sh 
refuse to eat from 24 to 28 lbs. of grain daily, with a 
average of probably about 25 lbs. a day. She also had 
plenty of silage and beets or beet pulp and molasses, with 
alfalfa a part of the time, although it was not always pe 
sible to get alfalfa for her. She had no green feed at any 
time. She was given at least an hour a day exercise i 
the open in all kinds of weather, which apparently agreed 
with her. 

The picture on the front cover of this week’s World 
gives some idea of the individuality of this great producer. 
She is a cow of medium size, weighing, as we have said, 
1,680 lbs. at the end of her test. She is a milky looking 
cow of very evident capacify, with a large, square and very 
well attached udder. The quality of her hide and udder 
is another noteworthy thing about her, as is her beautifl 
feminine dairy head, with its large, strong muzzle ani 
bright alert eye. To criticize her, it would 
be necessary to split hairs, as she has 10 
outstanding faults, although if exhibited i 
fast company the judge would probably wast 
her pin bones just a bit higher, and pe 
haps a shade more strength back of the 
shoulder.

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How the Breeder Can Help in the 


Purebred Sire Campaign 
Talk given at Holstein Meeting at National Dairy Show by C. L. McNELLY 








HE paramount question under discussion this after- 
T noon is the question of replacing scrub and grade 

bulls with purebred Holstein sires. Where does the 
owner of the scrub bull get his impression of the pure- 
bred? It is from the small breeder of purebred Holstein 
cattle. Let us size up the average small herd of pure- 
breds over the country. The owner is not testing for pro- 
duction. Oftentimes he is not even a member of a cow 
testing association. His cows are not always the best 
producers even though purebreds. The bulls offered for 
sale are often undersized and in poor condition. The main 
sales argument that the owner offers is that the bull is 
registered and that he paid a high price for his dam. 
While the asking price may be low, it is likely more than 
the bull is worth. If you were the owner of the scrub herd 
out in the country with little money to spend, do you think 
you would wax enthusiatic for a purebred sire under such 
conditions? Since it is the small breeder out over the 
state who must furnish tHe replacement for the scrub and 
grade bulls, his herd must be made so attractive that the 
owner of the scrub bull will want the purebred. More than 
that, purebreds must prove profitable after they are se- 
cured. One essential requirement then is good herd man- 
agement on the part of the smaller breeder. 


What should he do? First, he should have the year’s 
record of production on the dams of the bulls he offers 
for sale. Second, he should offer animals of good type, 
well grown. 


Why does the small breeder not do more yearly record 
work and what can the Extension force do to arouse inter- 
est in yearly testing? The small breeder hasn’t the equip- 
ment, the time nor the money to make the big yearly rec- 
ords. He can not afford an expensive herdsman. He does 
not believe in the forced record. To a certain extent any 
record below 30 lbs. in seven days and 1000 lbs. in a year 
is belittled by the makers of the big records. One man 
in talking about his testing is told that by the time he 
has milked four times a day for three or four years he 
will just be getting started. Sub-Division B records are 
ridiculed. The impression goes out that any record under 
1000 lbs. does not amount to much. Such and such a cow 
has a record of only 975 lbs. We all know that the 25 lbs. 
difference in the record isn’t as important as the condi- 
tions under which the two records were made. 350 Ibs., 
400 lbs. or 500 lbs. butter fat records may be made under 
ordinary farm conditions, two milkings a day. A small 
breeder who could make such records goes without test- 
ing at all because he has not the experienced herdsman 


and is not in shape to milk four times a day, We d 
wish to discredit the thousand pound record. It en 
place. But, likewise, there is a place for the 4001 its 
500-lb. record. The scrub herd of which we are g Ane 
averages but 160 lbs. of butter fat per year, therefore.

We know that the man who is using the scrub Sire cap 
replace it with a bull that will raise the production of his 
herd. If the small breeder can sell his 400-Ib. and 509 
bulls to scrub and grade men he will himself furnish the 
market for all the 1000-lb. bulls that are available. Byegt. 
ually we believe that registration of purebreds will be 
based upon production records. If any fail to make , 
minimum requirement their progeny will be barred fron 
registration. This, even though it is true that the of 
spring might be better than the parent. We may not be 
ready for this yet but nothing would advance the breed as 
much as this one thing. 

We saw recently a summarization of the records of 
scrubs, grades and purebreds in one of our good associa 
tions. The average for all the grades was substantially be- 
ter than for the scrubs. The average for all purebreds was 
still better. We wish there were more such records avail 
able. Publicity to such reports as this are of much valu. 


The good that the grade has, of course, comes from 
the purebred. The best purebreds are better than th 
best grades. Purebreds will average in production bette 
than grades. Yet the fact remains and we may as wel 
face it, that grades have been culled during the past ten 
years more closely than purebreds. A low producing 
grade has gone to the block. A low producing purebred 
and there are such, has been sold to the small breeder.

Every purebred cow should be tested. It is the year's 
record that counts and every purebred cow should k 
given a year’s record.

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Extension Committee Meeting 


T a meeting of the Extension Committee held in 
A cricazo last week a decision was reached relative 

to the return of moneys to state organizations. While 
it had previously been agreed by the committee that the 
money should be returned under an agreement which 
would provide for the raising of additional funds by the 
state organizations, a careful survey of the situation dis- 
closed the fact that the state organizations were not in a 
position to do most effective work if they were to be re- 
quired to raise additional funds from breeders at this 
time. It was therefore determined that the awards un- 
der the Irwin amendment passed at Kansas City would be 
paid to the states without restriction except that the As- 
sociation wou!'d exercise some measure of advisory con- 
trol over the expenditure of the funds thus awarded. 


The moneys are to be spent exclusively for extension 
work and associations receiving awards are to be expect- 
ed to submit monthly financial reports and to have their 
books in shape at all time for inspection by the auditor 
of the association or some other person designated by the 
extension committee. 

The extension committee is working upon a plan of 
advertising Holsteins in breed and dairy papers and upon 
a plan which will ask the cooperation of the various paid 
field secretaries in developing new territory for the sale 
of Holsteins. Each secretary will be asked to give part 
of his time to general work in behalf of Holstein exten- 
sion. 

The revised plan will meet with general approval and 
while it may lack some of the effectiveness of the original 
idea which provided for the raising of some funds by state 
organizations in addition to that raised through the Nat- 
ional, it is felt that whatever work will be done hereafter 
by field secretaries will be along the line of pure exten- 


‘sion and not involving any drives for funds which nave 


taken up so much of the field secretaries’ time.

Resulting from fault No. 1 we are daily slaughtering 
animals by the hundred which have some little lesion in 
an obscure organ and which are in no sense dangerous to 
other animals. They would probably live to a good old 
age in vigorous health, doing no damage to either human 
or bovine species if allowed to live. ; 

Fault No. 2 destroys confidence in the test, besides re- 
sulting in the loss of valuable sound animals. 

Fault No. 3 is the most serious. We all hear of herds 
supposed to be clean which suddenly go wrong. AS a re- 
sult of fault No. 3 the breeder of valuable purebreds is sit- 
ting on a powder keg all the time. 

The net total result of all these factors is enormous 
loss to the tax payers in state and Federal indemnities, 
and much greater loss to breeding and cattle owning in- 
terests through fear of impending calamity.

The demonstration  trainload 9 
dairy cattle, which was scheduled to 
leave October 17 from the National 
Dairy Show, making stops through 
the Dakotas and Montana and the 
Western Royal Show at Spokane, be 
fore arriving for the final round-up at 
the Pacific International, did not 
materialize, not enough breeders 
being willing to go to the expense of 
the long shipment.

The 
total milk income from Waukesha 
county cows approaches the $3,000,- 
000 mark annually.

gar F. Copland of Colrain, Mass. She 
was purchased with other daughters 
of Finderne Pride Fayne by the late 
Peter Small, who sold her with her 
dam, several of her sisters, and sev- 
eral of her dam’s sisters to Loeb 
Farms in 1918, as a bred three-year- 
old. She freshened shortly after 
reaching her new home, dropping a 
bull calf, which was unfortunately lost 
through a severe rupture.

FIRST ANNUAL TODD COUNTY SALE

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How the Breeder Can Help in

given honorable recognition for 
what it is worth. In fact, we should 
emphasize and advertise such _ rec- 
ords' until the owner of the scrub bull 
will figure that he should buy and pay 
a fair price for a bull from a dam who 
has such a record. 

One thing we wish to emphasize is 
that the small breeder must not ex- 
peet the County, State or National 
Breeders Association or the County 
Agricultural Agent to sell all his sur- 
plus bulls for him. He must through 
better herd management and better 
feeding and breeding methods turn 
out a product that his neighbor will 
want. If he does his part the Pure- 
bred Sire Campaign should take care 
of itself. 


However, there is much that the 
Extension Agencies may do in the 
Better Sire Campaign. We believe it 
only fair that the buyer should know 
what he is. getting. He __ there- 
fore suggests that the Extension 
Agencies: First, endeavor to create 
more recognition for yearly rec- 
ords; Second, emphasize _ especially 
the importance of using a bull with 
yearly production backing. Cow Test- 
ing Association and Sub-Division B. 
records to be given recognition ac- 
cording to their just merits; Third, a 
campaign for more Sub-division B 
work on the part of breeders now 
doing no testing; Fourth, securing a 
reduction in the cost of yearly testing 
by the organization of community 
official testing associations. We be- 
lieve eight, or ten breeders in some 
counties could be induced to do year- 
ly work under the Sub-Division B 
plan and that in this way the actual 
cost per day would be little more than 
cow testing association work; Fifth, 
in a campaign to increase the keep- 
ing of records the values of good type 
must not be lost sight of; Sixth, 
special effort should be made to de- 
velop the local breed organization for 
it through the local organization 
that results will be accomplished. 

The good publicity work of the past 
should be continued. All agencies 
working for better stock should be 
recognized and backed. Boys and 
Girls Club Work, State Extension 
Service, the work emphasizing the 
value of Holstein milk should all be 
carried on with renewed energy and 
determination. A bit of doing ac- 
complishes more than a lot of talking. 





Back in 1916 Dr. Wiley was urging 
consumers to pay higher prices for 
pure milk. He believed then that 
everyone should insist, with good rea- 
on, on having milk that is pure and 
clean, but he declared that a farmer 
cannot be expected to take all the 
pains and precautions necessary for 
cleanliness unless he can get a rea- 
sonable return. Dr. Wiley made these 
remarks in 1916. In 1922, six years 
later, we are furnishing the pure, 
clean milk but the price seems to 
have improved but little, if any, with 
the years.

Friesian Herdbook. 

The visitor to the John Steele farm 
today will find a hale and hearty old 
man of 75 who still takes the keenest 
delight in his farming and breeding 
operations, and who has at his com- 
mand a wealth of information about 
those days when dairying was but 
in its infancy in Wisconsin. 

As a member of the Wisconsin leg- 
islature in 1881 Steele was given an 
opportunity to become associated 
with W. A. Henry, who was then lay- 
ing the foundations for the future 
greatness of the Wisconsin Experi- 
ment Station and the Wisconsin Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Steele was 
largely responsible for getting Dean 
Henry the appropriations of money 
needed for experimental purposes in 
those pioneer days. 

John Steele also worked with Dean 


Henry in studies on silage being con- 
ducted at that time, so it is not sur- 
prising that Steele built the first silo 
on a dairy farm in Wisconsin, or at 
least, there is no record of any other 
having been built previously, and 
there is a record of only one other, 
also in Waukesha county. having 
been built the same vear. 

This silo was built in 1880, and was 
originally a root cellar. Steele simply 
patched up the cellar walls and then 
extended them upwards. He let his 
corn ripen until fully matured and 
then filled his silo by using one of 
the old fashioned but extremely ef- 
ficient feed cutters then in common 
use. The resultant silage was mel- 
low and sweet, far different from 
the green and sour silage made upon 
the experiment station farm. 

“I took a sample of my silage with 
me to Madison,” Steele relates, “‘but 
when I compared it with the green 
stuff produced by Professor Henry, 
I was ashamed to show my sample. 
I was soon to learn, however. that 
I had hit upon the right idea in hold- 
ing my corn until it was ripe.” 

The silo is still in use, and as far 
as is known it is the oldest silo in 
the United States still in actual use. 
Steel was also the first man to build 
a stave silo in his neighborhood. A 
“tub” silo he calls it. The idea was 
suggested to him one spring when 
his father was at his wits end to get 
suitable containers for an unusually 
large crop of maple syrup. 

The elder Steele finally hit upon 
the expedient of going to a cooper 
and having a big tub constructed. 
This oversize vat held the syrup nice- 
ly and John Steele figured that an en- 
larged “tub” of this character would 
be just the thing for ensiling corn. 
And so it proved. The first “tub” silo 
he constructed was a homemade af- 
fair, and consisted of heavy lumber 
roughly nailed. together. It wasn’t 
even air tight, but it held the silage 
juices, and was a success. The foun-

John ‘Steele has been j 
try ever since 1856, at which thew 
father came from Scotland Thei 
original cows were Shorthorns but 
they gradually got into Holsteing 
so that by the time they bought thos, 
four purebred heifers, there Were al 
ready a number of grades on the 
farm. 

“We started one of the first dairy 
farms in the country,” declareg 
Steele. “We made our milk into 
chedder cheese.” 

John Steele remained in the cheese 
business for many years, equipping 
his factory so as to be able to take 
care of his neighbors’ milk supply 
as well as his own. In recent years 
the condenseries have invaded the 
county, with the result that Steele 
as well as a lot of creameries wer 
crowded out of business. 

Steele bought his first Holstein 
bull from Julius Rust. of North 
Greenfield, Wis. Rust, it will be re 
membered, was also one of the pion 
eer breeders of Holsteins in the Way 
kesha county territory, and Rust is 
the man who bought 12 heifers in the 
East from which the three great fan- 
ilies of Ormsbys, Aaltje Salos, and 
Piebes descended.

Stevens & Sons, Lacona, N. Y. He 
was a brother to De Kol 2d’s Butter- 
boy 3d, one of the great Century 
sires of the breed. He was 2d prize 
bull at the Wisconsin state fair and 
first prize and junior champion at 
the Illinois State Fair. 

“Next I bought De Kol King of Al- 
derly, and then I bought Sunnyside 
Homestead De Kol 35226 from S. B. 
Jones & Son, Watertown, Wis. His 
sire was the great Homestead Junior 
De Kol. His full sister was Esther 
Piebe De Kol 2d 66791, and she pro- 
duced 29.43 lbs. butter and 747 Ibs.

The A. R. O. records already given, 
as made by Steele, are merely an ex- 
ample of the kind of breeding and 
testing he has done. High pressure 
methods were never used on that 
farm, but for thirty years a consist- 
ent effort has been made to build up 
a herd of producing cows which at 
the same time would leave nothing 
to be desired as to type. 

It is breeders like this who are the 
backbone of any up and coming live- 
stock community, and the influence 
of John Steele, in Waukesha county, 
can be estimatef only by driving 
through his neighborhood and wit- 
nessing the dozens upon dozens of

MANURIAL VALUE OF STRAW 

Ordinarily one thinks of straw 
largely in terms of litter and stable 
bedding. It is a convenience in a 
purely mechanical way around the 
barn. Because of this and because it 
is a crop residue in most instances of 
generous proportions, great quanti- 
ties are permitted to go to waste. If 
dairymen could more easily visualize 
straw in terms of fertility, more of 
this crop residue might find its way 
back to the soil. He has come to see 
in each ton of manure some 10 Ibs. 
of nitrogen, 2 Ibs. of phosphorus and 
8 lbs. of patash. If, now, he could as 
easily see in each ton of straw about 
10 Ibs. of nitrogen, 2 lbs. of phos- 
phorus and 18 Ibs. of potash, he 
would be less inclined to burn the old 
straw pile or allow it to rot. An 
eastern dairyman found that his oat, 
barley and rye crops were increased 
from eight to ten bushels per acre by 
spreading straw that otherwise could 
not be used on the farm and working 
It back to the soil. The use of straw 
in this way affords also good in- 
surance against drought in a grow- 
ing season. Its value as a producer 
of humus is about four times as great 

as ordinary manure.
